Nixon Is A Professional 


All the things that lint-pickers will be 
busy with in Richard M Nixon’s decision 
to ted for California’s governorship next 
year 
disappear 
when 
one 
fact 
is 
re­ 
membered. 


Mr. Nixon is in politics as a professional. 
He doesn’t do it for his health. He was not 
bom to riches. He has had no other career. 
Politics is all he knows, and he is good at it. 
When he went home to California after 
being edged out in his try for the presi­ 
dency last year, it was a IG I bet he would 
keep his hand in by running for governor 
in 1962. 
It also was a 10-1 bet that he would not 
stick his neck out by running again for presi­ 
dent in 1964, unless confronted with one of 
♦hose situations in which he had to go 
through the motions for the sake of the 
Republican party. 
If the party could find no one else of 
stature to lead its ticket, it might have to 
draft Mr. Nixon for a second attempt, the 
way Democrats drafted Adlai Stevenson rn 
1956. In that event. Mr. Nixon, a loyalist, 
would have to make the race, against John 
F. Kennedy, on the assumption Mr. Ken­ 
nedy will be renominated by the Democratic 
party — as he can be if he wants to be. 


IF RENOMINATED. Mr Kennedy would 
be the favorite to win in 1964. Candidates 
for second terms always are favorites over 
the challengers. And Mr. Nixon, the profes­ 
sional. has no logical reason to put himself 
through that kind of meat-grinder. 
Republicans can give their nomination in 
1964 either to Gov, Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York or Sen Barry M. Coldwater of 
.Arizona depending on how the party fac­ 
tions are shaping up by that time. 
Because the two leading candidates in Mr, 
Nixon’s absence represent extremist factions, 
as thev did last year when Mr. Nixon tried 
to reconcile their differences bv running as 
a mediator between them, the showdown in 
1964 will be furious and bloody. The nomina­ 
tion might he battered and bent beyond rec­ 
ognition as a thing of value. 
In 1966. when Mr. Nixon will be only 55 
years old and Mr. Kennedy will have run 
out his constitutional time of two terms 


if he makes it in 1964, Mr, Nixon can 
make his second nm for the presidency. 


THE NEXT TIME it would be the Keene- 
dy record that would be up for scrutiny by 
voters of the party out of power, instead of 
the awkward problem that Mr Nixon never 
quite solved in 1960 — what he should do 
about the voters who were sore for one 
reason or another about the Eisenhower 
record and would take it out on him, be­ 
cause Mr. Eisenhower couldn’t be a candi­ 
date again 
These are things a professional politician 
must think about.

In fact, it is responsible local­ 
ly — not collectively — to the 
residents of 437 congressional dis­ 
tricts and the constituencies of IOO 
senators. 
Time was when the two major

individual

Today both

wide open and leadership is a 
sort of makeshift arrangement to 
secure the passage of those tells 
which are the least controversial.

When the country is almost equal­ 
ly divided, there is no over all 
mandate in a presidential election 
which can he said to give the 
president the influence he needs 
to exert his leadership.

These tended to slow 
down the momentum behind vari­ 
ous bills which in normal times 
might have been readily passed. 
It’s difficult, indeed, for any 
president in abnormal times to

It happens that in this case eco­ 
nomic conditions also were eer- 
Uinly not normal. 
A recession develojxd early in 
1960. and unemployment was run­ 
ning at a substantial rate w'hen 
Mr. Kenndv took office. The rem­ 
edies customarily proposed — in­ 
volving vasl spending programs— 
were blocked bv those in Con­ 
gress who felt that a temporary 
economic setback might be made 
worse through inordinate spend­ 
ing. with all the dangers of an 
inflation that could 
reduce the 
purchasing power of an already 
shrinking dollar.

ME KENNEDY did get almost 
a 
two-thirds 
majority in 
both 
houses in the 1960 election, but 
these 
analysts 
have constantly 
underestimated the conservative 
strength in both major parties in 
Congress, supported — as it is— 
by a majority sentiment in the 
country as a whole. 
The country is not in favor of 
standing still, nor is it reaction­ 
ary in its thinking about needed 
reforms. It w ants, however,' re­ 
forms which can be shown to be 
sound and which will not cause 
a further d e c l i n e in the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar. 
The last Congress did move the 
budget up to $88 billion and did 
sjiend a lot of money for special 
projects. This will always be true 
to a certain extent where individ­ 
ual districts stand to benefit from 
congressional action 
Such broad proposals, however. 
as medical care for 
the 
aged 
and federal 
aid 
to 
education 
failed largely because the case 
for them was not as clear as the 
case against them 
These two major pieces of legis­ 
lation are far from dead — they 
will come up again and again 
until some compromise is worked 
out 
The real issue that remains for 
future solution involves the ques­ 
tion of federal money for schools 
and colleges that arc operated by 
various churches. 
Unfortunately, a good deal of 
inconsistency has been exhibited 
in some of the arguments. 
Thus, President Kennedy, con­ 
scious of the religious issue in the 
last campaign, insisted that any 
aid to elementary schools that 
happen to be run by churches 
would he unconstitutional but he 
never answered satisfactorily the 
argument that, if the federal gov­ 
ernment can 
appropriate 
a n e 
money at all for church-operated 
colleges — as it has done in sev­ 
eral instances — then it can con­ 
stitutionally do so for elementary 
and secondary schools. 


MR KENNEDY’S election was 
due to no small extent to the so­ 
called Catholic vote, but he may 
lose much of this in 1964 unless 
he takes the position that Con­ 
gress should enact its laws and 
rely on the Supreme Court — and 
not on the pressure groups ne 
political parties — to decide con­ 
stitutional questions. 
All in all. Mr. Kennedy man­ 
aged to get the most urgent of 
his measures passed, though these 
were not always in the form he 
recommended. 
The Congress, for instance, did 
give its hest judgment on foreign 
aid that certain proposals to ex­ 
tend financial aid to various for­ 
eign countries should be carefully 
examined and re-examined with­ 
out 
long - range 
commit men!* 
which couldn't be altered every 
tvyo years. 
On the whole, the Congress it­ 
self. in the face of thousands of 
obstacles, did a creditable job 
in its handling of several cor 
trovenual subjects.

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Nixon Is A Professional 


All the things that Unt-pickers will he 
busy with in Richard M. Nixon’s decision 
to bid for California’s governorship next 
year 
disappear 
when 
one 
fact 
is 
re­ 
membered, 


Mr. Nixon is rn politics as a professional 
He doesn’t do it for his health He was not 
bom to riches. He has had no other career. 
Politics is all he knows, and he is good at it. 


When he went home to California after 
being edged out in his try for the presi­ 
dency last year, it was a 10-1 bet he would 
keep his hand in by running for governor 
in 1962 
It also was a 10-1 bet that he would not 
stick his neck out by running again for presi­ 
dent in 1964, unless confronted with one of 
those situations in which he had to go 
through the motions for the sake of the 
Republican party. 
If the party could find no one else of 
stature to lead its ticket, it might have to 
draft Mr. Nixon for a second attempt, the 
way Democrats drafted Adlai Stevenson in 
1956 In that event, Mr. Nixon, a loyalist, 
would have to make the race, against John 
F. Kennedy, on the assumption Mr. Ken­ 
nedy will be renominated by the Democratic 
party — as he can be if he wants to be. 


IF RENOMINATED, Mr Kennedy would 
be the favorite to win in 1964. Candidates 
for second terms always are favorites over 
the challengers. And Mr Nixon, the profes­ 
sional. has no logical reason to put himself 
through that kind of meat-grmder. 
Republicans can give their nomination in 
1964 either to Ckw Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York or Sen Barry M. Coldwater of 
.Arizona, depending on how the party fac­ 
tions are shaping up by that time. 
Because the two leading candidates in Mr. 
Nixon’s absence represent extremist factions. 
as they did last year when Mr. Nixon tried 
to reconcile their differences by running as 
a mediator between them, the showdown in 
1964 will be furious and bloody The nomina­ 
tion might he battered and bent beyond rec­ 
ognition as a thing of value. 
In 1968. when Mr Nixon will be only 55 
years old and Mr. Kennedy will have run 
out his constitutional time of two terms 


if he makes it in 1964, Mr. Nixon can 
make his second nm for the presidency. 


THE NEXT TIME it would be the Kenne- 
dy record that would be up for scnitmy by 
voters of the party out of power, instead of 
the awkward problem that Mr Nixon never 
quite solved in 1960 — what he should do 
about the voters who were sore for one 
reason or another about the Eisenhower 
record and would take it out on him, be 
cause Mr. Eisenhower couldn’t be a candi­ 
date again 
These are things a professional politician 
must think about. 
We 
are 
sure 
Mr. 
Nixon 
has 
been 
thinking about them and has done the only 
reasonable thing there was to be done. 
He has made his move in plenty of 
time to give everybody else a chance to 
make their moves. 
Nothing in politics causes more sleepless 
nights than a politician whose next move 
is being awaited. It’s Gov 
Rockefeller’s 
move now And Sen. Coldwater s. 


The Mighty Ohio 


Thursday’s dedication of the giant dam at 
Stratton afforded another opportunity to pay 
fitting tribute to the mighty Ohio River as 
a most treasured natural resource. 
The river was never more majestic and 
never was its power industrial-wise brought 
home more forcefully than during the “ Pa­ 
rade of Boats” preparatory to the actual 
dedication ceremonies. A ride on a modem, 
high-powered towboat brings an appreciation 
of the river that far surpasses any feeling of 
pride engendered from the shore The Ohio s 
importance to the upper valley re-echoed 
with every turn of the propellers 
With the construction of modem dams 
such as that at Stratton, the river assumes 
an ever greater role in lerms of commerce 
And. as the speakers pointed out, Stratton 
is only the beginning, with other dams al­ 
ready under way or on the drawing boards. 
The future looks brighter than ever for 
river traffic. And. fortunately for the area, 
river traffic and industrial development gen­ 
erally go hand in hand

President Kennedy, 
s a y s the assistant 
White House press secretary, is going to ask 
public relations experts from all parts of the 
country what they think the American peo­ 
ple will buy as far as a point of view is 
concerned. He wants their advice. 
W’e hope this doesn't mean what it seems 
to mean. 
leading the people of the United Stales 
Isn t like merchandising toothpaste. 
It’s not a case of giving the American 
people what they think they will buy The 
leadership of a republic is not a PR project. 
Ifs a case of telling the American people 
what they need to know, then helping them 
to make up their minds. 


IF PUBLIC RELATIONS experts-who de­ 
pend on educated guesswork just like every­ 
body else—had been consulted about 
the 
Declaration of Independence they’d have ad­ 
vised against it. It would he hard to sell. 
It would upset too many applecarts. 
They would have advised against all sac­ 
rifices the American people have been asked 
to make from time to time, though as it 
was to turn out later these were the finest 
hours of the republic. 
And in every instance there would have 
been the danger u . I confronted the blind 
men who explained the shape of the ele­ 
phant by touching the part closest to them 
Whoever was taking their advice would need 
lo know' where the public relations men were 
standing when they felt the elephant. 
There is no substitute in public leadership 
for personal judgment based on good train­ 
ing. good information and good intentions 
when the chips are down. 
We feel sure President Kennedy feels this 
way, and we are confident he possesses the 
training, has the right intentions and can 
get all the information he needs without 
asking the image-makers. 
But in his administration, in his long ef­ 
fort to win the Democratic nomination and

Actually, the Hoffa high com­ 
mand need not give a reason. The 
constitution says that it can au­ 
thorize the money “ if a majontv 
of the general executive board 
in its sole discretion determines 
that the expenditures should be 
made.”

I .S. Seeks Bonn Trade

many to buy vast quantities of 
weapons and military supplies in 
the United States. 
It wants German financial help 
in meeting this country's critical 
world payments deficit and it be­ 
lieves that big arms purchases 
would he the most 
substantial 
contribution the Germans 
could 
make. 
Huge sums are at slake, for 
the Biffin government is barely 
beginning the task of rebuilding 
its military establishment. 
The Germans have to buy ev­ 
erything from mess kits to costly, 
complete weapons like 
missiles, 
planes 
and 
electronic 
devices. 
They need tanks, artillery, rifles, 
ammunition and other conven­ 
tional equipment. 
Administration negotiators 
are 
telling the Germans that buying 
the goods here would be a two- 
way boon. 


THE CASH would 
strengthen 
the U.S. international payments 
position while the use of stand­ 
ardized American weajxms would 
bolster the Free World's com­ 
mon defense. 
The administration 
is 
deeply 
disturbed about the U.S. pay­ 
ments deficit for there is every 
prospect that it will get worse 
instead of (letter in 1962. 
Government exjierts have been 
warning 
administration 
policy­ 
makers that the deficit may rise 
as high as $4 billion next year. 
They fear 
that 
U.S. 
earnings 
from exports will improve little 
if any but that U.S. spending for 
imports will jump sharply as do­ 
mestic 
business 
activity 
im­ 
proves. 
The deficit is expected to de­ 
cline temporarily to 
$2 
billion 
this year from $3.8 
billion 
in 
i960. It totaled $3.8 billion in 1959 
and $3 4 billion in 1958 
The U.S. cannot continue run­ 
ning multi-biliion-dollar deficits. 
Foreign countries demand 
that 
they bi* paid partly in gold and 
the payments drain 
away 
the 
U.S. gold reserves. 
th e c u r r e n t administration 
campaign for West German arms 
orders stems directly from an 
abortive move that former Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Robert R, 
Anderson made last December, 
shortly before the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration left office. 
Mr. Anderson went to Bonn and 
unsuccessfully begged the 
Ger­ 
mans to help pay the cost of 
maintaining U.S. troops in West 
Germany. 
The U.S. received a humiliat­ 
ing rebuff for 
Mr. 
Anderson’s 
pains but the 
trip 
dramatized 
this country's payments difficul­ 
ties and led to the substitute con­ 
clusion that the Germans prop­ 
erly could buy arms here for

THE GERMAN purchases will 
add to this country’s foreign ex­ 
change reserves since the sale of 
arms is just like the export of 
any other product to a foreign 
customer. 
The purchases will not have 
any impact on the domestic U.S. 
budget, however, for the trans­ 
actions will be purchases by the 
German government from Amer­ 
ican companies. 
The lack of ample foreign ex­ 
change earnings is posing a cur­ 
rent threat to our national se­ 
curity since 
the 
administration 
must carefully count the foreign 
exchange costs whenever it con­ 
siders ordering additional forces 
overseas. 
The troops spend money at their 
foreign bases and some of their 
supplies must be bought locally. 
The problem has grown more 
acute as the Berlin situation has 
worsened and the administration 
has had to keep a daily watch 
on the international payment im­ 
pact of stationing additional forc­ 
es in Europe. 
President Kennedy and his ad 
visers now have come to the con­ 
clusion that German arms pur­ 
chases rn the country should be 
big enough both to defray some 
of this country's pre-Berlin over­ 
seas expenses and to cover the 
full additional foreign costs of the 
Berlin build-up as well

For the Congress of the United 
States, rn a parliamentary sense, 
has not been a responsible insti­ 
tution for many years. It is not 
responsible to any party It is not 
reponsible to the president. 
In fact, it is responsible local­ 
ly — not collectively — to the 
residents of 437 congressional dis­ 
tricts and the constituencies of IOO 
senators. 
Time was when the two major 
parties 
held 
frequent 
caucuses 
and 
when 
individual 
members 
were required to abide by the 
wishes of the majority of their 
fellow members in the party. 
Today both parties are split 
wide open and leadership is a 
sort of makeshift arrangement to 
secure the passage of those bills 
which are the least controversial.

WHAT A F F E C T S Congress 
more than anything else in a ses­ 
sion like the one that has just 
closed is the mood of the country 
President Kennedy was elected 
by one of the narrowest majorities 
of the popular vote in history 
When the country is almost equal­ 
ly divided, there is no over all 
mandate in a presidential election 
which can be said to give the 
president the influence he needs 
to exert his leadership 
Then, on hip of all this. came 
the crises in 
the 
international 
situation. These tended to slow 
down the momentum behind vari­ 
ous bills which rn normal times 
might have been readily passed 
Ifs difficult, indeed, for any 
president in abnormal times to 
shape up a program that will

in both 
houses 
It happens that in this case eco­ 
nomic conditions also were cer­ 
tainly not normal. 
A recession developed early in 
I960, and unemployment was run­ 
ning at a substantial rate when 
Mr. Kenndy took office. The rem­ 
edies customarily proposed — in­ 
volving vast spending programs— 
were blocked bv those in Con 
gress who felt that a temporary

MR. KENNEDY did get almost

Congress, supported — as it is— 
by a majority sentiment rn th* 
country as a whole. 
The country is not in favor of 
standing still, nor is it reaction* 
ary in its thinking about needed 
reforms 
It wants, however,' re­ 
forms which can be shown to bt 
sound and which will not causa J 
a further d e c l i n e in the pur* ] 
chasing power of the dollar. 
The last Congress did move th# 
budget up to $88 billion and did 
spend a lot of money for special 
projects. This will always be true 
to a certain extent where individ­ 
ual districts stand to benefit from 
congressional action 


Such broad projxisals, however. 
as medical care for 
the 
aged 
and federal 
aid 
to 
education 
failed largely because the case 
for them was not as clear as the 
case against them. 
These two major pieces of legis­ 
lation are far from dead — they 
will come up again and again 
until some compromise is worked 
out 
The real issue that remains for 
future solution involves the ques­ 
tion of federal money for schools 
and colleges that arc operated by 
various churches. 
Unfortunately, a good deal of 
inconsistency has been exhibited 
in some of the arguments. 
Thus. President Kennedy, con­ 
scious of the religious issue in the 
last campaign, insisted that any 
aid to elementary schools that 
happen to be run by churches 
would be unconstitutional but he 
never answered satisfactorily the 
argument that, if the federal gov­ 
ernment can 
appropriate a n r 
money at all for church-operated 
colleges — as it has done in sev­ 
eral instances — then it can con­ 
stitutionally do so for elementary 
and secondary schools. 


MR. KENNEDY'S election was 
due to no small extent to the so­ 
called Catholic vote, but he may 
lose much of this in 1964 unless 
he takes the position that Con­ 
gress should enact its laws and 
rely on the Supreme Court — and 
not on the pressure groups nj 
political parties — to decide con­ 
stitutional questions. 
All in all, Mr. Kennedy man­ 
aged to get tho most urgent of 
his measures passed, though these 
were not always in the form he 
recommended. 
The Congress, for instance, did 
give its best judgment on foreign 
aid that certain projxisals to ex­ 
tend financial aid to various for­ 
eign countries should be carefully 
examined and re-examined with­ 
out 
long * range 
commitments 
which couldn’t be altered every 
tvjo years 
On the whole, the Congress it­ 
self. in the face of thousands of 
obstacles, did a creditable job 
in its handling of several cor 
troversiai subjects.

They also will ask for suggestions 
on measures the administration 
should hack in the 1962 session 


Cabinet off leers and top agency 
heads, but not President Kennedy 
personally, will participate.
